KILLED PECK BY POISON. 
Promptly the bad man from Egypt 
brushed by Dr. Waite's protests and de- 
cided to kill Mr. Peck.

There- 
fore, said Dr. Waite today, the bad Egyp- 
tian decided to murder Mr. Peck by put- 
ting areenic in his soup, in tea, and in an 
 egences which the bad man forced Dr.

WORST STORM SINCE 1881 
GRIPS ALL GREAT BRITAIN. 


Railway Arteries Blocked, Wires 
Incumbered, Mines Closed, and 
Property Destroyed. 


LONDON, March 28.—The worst hurri- 
cane and storm since 1881 is visiting 
Great Britain. Many places are isolated 
and the main,railway arteries between 
London and Scotland, the midlands and 
Wales, are blocked, while snow incum- 
bers the telegraph and telephone wires. 
Tales of devastation and disaster are 
trickling into London, which escaped the 
worst of the storm. 

One of the remarkable features was the 
rapid changes of wind and temperature. 

The expresses from Wales and Scotland 
are from six to eight hours late. Many 
trains for the midlands have geen can- 
celed. The main line through the Trent 
valley is described as strewn with twisted 
wires, poles, uprooted trees, wrecked sig- 
nal posts, and snowdrifts. 

Travelers from Dublin descrfbe the 
storm encountered in crossing as a terri- 
ble tempest. Even some of the sailors 
were seasick, Other trains bring similar 
stories. , : 

Some of the drifts in South Wales have 
reached the depth of twelve feet. Work 
has been stopped on the Barry docks and 
in many mines. Twelve thousand miners 
in the Rhondda valley have stopped work.

We were in a downtown store,” she 
said, “ when Mr. Busch came up to me 
and said we could come to his café un- 
escorted whenever we wanted. He fol- 
lowed us about the store and talked to 

me again. 

I 
saw a half dozen giris there without 
escorts. Two men came in and two girls 
went over and talked to them. Busch 
told us that we could solicit men there all 
we wanted to. When we went out the 
men followed us and we went to the 
Movie inn and had some drinks and 
danced.” 

The other girl told a story that made 
Mrs. Pankhurst look at her in pity. 

“I fame to Chicago because ® map 
asked me to marry him.“ she said. We 
came here and lived on the north side, but 
he didn’t marry me. One day I asked 
him if we weren't to be married and he 
laughed at me.“ 

The two men arrested with the girls 
were dismissed and the girls placed on 
probation. Later on Mayor Thompson, 
on recommendation of Chief Healey, re- 
voked Busch’s license. 


Mrs. Pankhurst Interested. 
Mrs. Pankhurst was keenly interested 
in the court procedure. 
“I like to see your American experi- 
ments,“ she said. “ That is why I spent 
my first free day in the Morals court 
with Dr. Anna Dwyer. In England we 
have but one court. It is refreshing to 
find all your various divisions—morals, 
domestic relations, and children’s courts. 
“T like to see the women about the 
courts, too. In England we have none 
but men in charge, and I sometimes feel 
the greatest anxiety for the poor girl 
who has a sad story to tell, with none but 
men to listen. 
But England will know the worth of 
women hereafter.”’

WHEN WILL AMERICA WAKE? 

For almost a year now the diplomacy of Mr. 
Wilson has kept us on the brink of the Buropean 
war. | 
For twice that time, since the taking of Vera 
Orus and the spread of Mexican anarchy, we have 
balanced on the edge of war in Mexico, 

At this moment our international relations with 
two nations are at the snapping point. 

In Mexics 200 miles through the desert we have 
an expedition, in a country whose hostility is only 
too apparent, with a line of communication which 
any resolute attack would break; with its retreat 
cut off by larger armed forces under the dubious 
control of an infirm political leader whose attitude 
toward us, despite his debt to the present American 
government, is ambiguous, grudging, or even covertly 
hostile. Along onr border of 1,200 miles a pitifully 
fnadequate force, seattered by the handful, is our 
border people's only defense from further assault. 

As for our German relations, we know that if 
the president intends to back his contentions, any 
moment may precipitate us into the European con- 
flict. 

Is there a sign that we are fit for either ordeal? 
There is not. | 1 ' 

There is fact after fact disclosed day after day 
to show we are not fit and that we are not get- 
ting fit. 

Yesterday one of the most distinguished men in 
the navy, Admiral Fiske, was constrained to con- 
| fess the opinion before a Congressional commit- 
tee that the German navy is approximately twice as 
strong as our own. Out Atlantic fleet is supposed 
to consist of twenty-one battleships. There are only 
fifteen in the line, and three of these are not in 


> age of personnel is, at a minimum, 5,000 men. We 
have no reserve and therefore no source of imme- 
diate supply for the wastage of war or the manning 
and officering of new ships. 

On land we have just had demonstrated the 
unreadiness of our tiny army to act with swift 
decision in a mere affair of police.

time. We could not get a quarter of a million 
trained men into the field for active service in less 
than nine months. We haven't officers enough to 


We should have to train 
officers by the thousand before we could begin to 
train a volunteer army of any size. ea 

To meet this situation we have official pronuncia- 
mentoes of the most sweeping and decisive char- 
acter. We have weeks of talk in house and senate. 
We have a resolution authorizing the president to 
add 83,000 men to the regular army, which will 
take months to accomplish at the present rate of 
enlistment.

PATENT MEDICINE FRAUDS. 
HB New York City health depart- 
ment requires that proprietors of 
pa medicines whose remedies 
are to be sold in New York City 
shall first register with the depart- 
ment the name of the medicine to be sold, 
its formula, and all claims made for it 
on wrappers, labels, cartons, and circu- 
The New York legislature is now con- 
sideritig a bill known as the Hamilton- 
Fertig pure drug bill. This bill requires 
that all manufacturers of patent medl- 
cines intending to sell their medicines in 
the state should register their formulae 
and their advertising with the New York 
state health department.

The 
whisky habit and most other forms of 
drug habit are often contracted by the 
habitual use of medicines supposed to be 
harmless. 

The second purpose is to prevent the de- 
ception of the people by false and mis- 
leading statements on the labels, wrap- 
pers, and other advertising matter. That 
is the purpose of the Sheriey law, which 
law has been approved by the United 
States Supreme court. But the Sheriey 
law only applies to medicines in inter- 
state commerce, and possibly it fails also 
in that it may not cover advertising book- 
lets distributed separately from the medl- 
cine and ite package. 

The blind, useless taking of medicine is 
a great national evil. The people take 
too much medicine from physicians and 
far too much patent stuff. It is a public 
health problem. The New York health 
department says that one way and an- 
other patent medicines cost 150,000 lives a 
year in the United States.
